Ostrich Farming in Arizona.

Ariwona Citizen,

It is hard to introduce any new in-
dustry into a country, but especially
so when that branch of industry is not
understood by the people who are
calculsted to engage in it So little
is known of ostrich farming in the
United States that it is even difficolt
to get intelligent men to talk about
the busingss, Bat the time is not far
distant when we shall have plenty of
intellizent men to take hold of it
Less than a dozen years ago the
world had to depend on the bushmen
of South Africa for the supply of

ostrich  feathers. The  supply
was  meager — never equal to
the demand. Some intelligent

men of South Africa who had become
posted as to the habita of the cstrich,
concelved the idea of taming the birds
snd lookirg after them as they would
any other farm stock. At that time
there were but a few hundred birds in
the entire country. At first but one
or two men engsgzd in the business,
but they succeeded so well that others
soon followed thelr example, and now
they have now severalthousand oatrich
farms and over 120,000 birds. They
enclose a large tract of lacd, the same
as our large cattle men do in the west-
ern states, with a three board fence;
this they were compelled to do, as the
ostrich Is a very fleet bird, and
cannot ba controlled by herders as
cattle and sheep. Many of the
men who engaged in the business in
South Africa have amassed fortunes
in & few years. They produce five
broods of about twenty chicks at a
brood, in s yesr. The young ones
may be plucked when eight months
old; the first plucking is worth $5 per
bird. At sixteen months old they may
bs plucked agaln; this and all subse-
quent pluckings are worth $26 per
nead; they may be plucked every eight
months, They commence breeding at
four years old. Fuall grown ostriches
are worth from $500 to £500 per psir
in South Africa. By the figurea above
furnished it will be seen that the
profits are enormous.

Now we desire to call the attention
of our people to this important indoa-
try. There is no place in South Afri-
ca better adapted to the rairing of os-
triches than the lower Gila, from Tuc-
son west, and along the Colorado riv-
ar, or wheraver water can be found in

| the lowlands in western Arizona.

There are millions of acres of govern-
ment land now lying idle in Arizona
which {a peculiarly adapted by climate
and physical formation to ostrich farm-
Ing, which will become valuab'e in the
near futore.

ROBUST IMAGINATIONS,
SOMS& VERY ABLE STORIES ALLEGED TO
HAVE BEEN TOLD IN NEVADA,

Carson City Appeal.

Yeosterday afternoon, when the law-
yers in Justice Cary's court were walt-
ing for the verdict in a petty larceny
case, Attorney Sodenberg related an
incident of his early childhood in
Minaesota. illustrative of the peculiar
customs In vogue in that state:

*I konew an old farmer there who
owned ten acres of timber land where
millions of pigeons came each year to
roost. They devastated the wheat
fields, and the old coon used to catch
the birds in neta and thrash them out
on the barn floor. Epach bird had
threa ounces of wheat in his cro
and it was a bad year fur ‘Old Thomp-
son’' when he ceuldn’t ship a thousand
bushels of wheat to marketat 82 60 a
bushel, and it ranked A No. 1 when it
reached the Chicago elevator, If
there had been a few millions more of
pigeons he would haye come pretty
nesr getting a corner on the Minne-
sota wheat crop.”

“] know a planter down In Alas-
bama," sald Kittrell, ‘“who was fully
as sharp as that. He trained an alliga-
tor to work up and down the river and

along itabanks. The alligator would
take the little kids in his jaws and
ewim back tothe plantation. It waa
a doll day that he couldn’t corral
three or four.

The Belcher Sugsr Refinery com-
pavy has in contemplation the con-
straction of s twelve-story building in
the half block south of Ashley street,
and bounded by Main, Ashley and
Lewis streets. All the and spe-
cifications have baen drawsn up and
tubmitted to the stockholders, and
Mr. W, L. Scott, the president of the
company, has decided that excavation
fcr the building shall be begun May 1,
‘The works,” said Mr. Scott yester-
day, “will occupy s lot of ground 284
by 186 feet. The reficery proper will
be in the shape of an L, and will take
up a frontage of 138 feet. Ita average
width will ba about 65 feet; its height
about 150 feet from the curbstone to
the coping. The refinery is the build-
ing that will conlain lnlﬂ: floors. It
will be the highest house in the city.

There will be a melting-house four
stories high, with a frontage of 75 feet
on Ashley and 66 feet on Lawla street.
The boiler house, which will be of one
story, will be 218 feet by 65 feet. The
twb chimneys, one for the boiler and
one for carrylng off smoke from the
bone-black department, are to be each
165 feet high.  All the butldings will
be brick. We expect to have them

next, and to be completed, with all
the machinery and other appurte-
nances some time in September, 1882,
Their estimated cos$ is $120,600. We
shall use steam boilers with a capacity
of 2,000 horse power. All the ma-
chinery necessary for refinlog purposes
will be of the lateat and most improv-
ed kind, and capable of turning ont
3,000 barrels of pure refined sugsar in
a day of 24 kours. We expect to pay
for the machinery from $260,000 to
$290,000.

With a very small number of work-
men additional to those now employed
we will be able to produce three times
as much refined sugar as we now pro-
duce. The new strocture, to cost
with all appurtenances some $400,000,
is to be built with a view of increas-
ing the facilities of the company and
enabling it to more than double the
£6,000,000 that now represent the
amonnt of business it transacts yearly.
